e fore made, for the Prevention of the like Mifchiefs and Inconvenicncies, have,
L. upon a mature and deliberate Confideration, by this prefent General Affembly,
been found altogether inconfiftent with the Conftitution of this Province, or
the Laws of England, in fuch Cafes made and provided:

II. B¢ it thevefore Enatted by tbe King and Queen’s moft excellent Mayefties,
by and wwith the Advice and Confent, of this prefent General Affembly, and the Au-

thority of the fame, That if any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, from and after
the Publication hereof, thall unlawfully or corruptly procure any Witnefs or
